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picture group very young children 
engaged games songs manual exercises,— 
room with that characteristic equipment 
recognize different from that the ordinary class 
room. may well aware that there 
logical reason why the principle kindergarten 
instruction should limited only children four 
five years age that requires particular 
type furnishing. may occasion remember 
that the philosophy the kindergarten finds its 
educational applications students every age. 
But, because are creatures the senses, for- 
get and revert the picture. 

This only another illustration the tendency 
measure thing not its function,—which its 
only reality,—but its physical appearance. 
become victims the word. Nor this error 
peculiar our interpretation the kindergarten 
alone. need but recall, another example, the 
hundreds monographs retardation that have 
been written students who are apparently uncon- 
scious the fallacy confusing relative maturity 
with relative years, or, say, physiological age 
with chronological age. 

education every principle has its method 
application. The principle fundamental; the 
method changes conditions change. 

the philosophy the kindergarten apply 
instruction, must agree its meaning. 


Froebel’s language was frequently obscure, therefore 


his writings have had many interpretations. Let 
first sure common understanding the 
meaning Froebel’s philosophy. 

Froebel conceived education succession 
experiences which each individual becomes 
aware his true relation the world which sur- 


rounds him. This education may casual, 


ordinary life, may conscidus, the school. 
The world with which the individual become 


fully aware made objects and living things, 
especially the living thing call man. The 
relation not static; the awareness understanding 
develops the individual receives all the different 
influences from the world about and turn 
contributes influences it. The degree under- 
standing varies with each and may become very 
limited with those who have petty interests only and 
important activities. may said that there 
are some persons who, matter how long they live, 
die children,—not with the innocence childhood, 
but with its imperfect realization what life means. 

child begins live within small circle whose 
radius measured the ties family. Year 
year the radius extends until the circumference 
includes not the family alone, but the town, the 
country, the world. Yet not the relative length 
the radius that counts much the intensity 
the experiences that lie within the circle. this 
that makes the larger life. This larger life comes not 
merely knowing things, but responding and 
contributing them well. That what Froebel 
means creative self-activity. 

According his education each some degree 
enters into his own. That larger field awaiting the 
conquest every human being, and demanding his 
effort,—the field which Froebel called the world 
nature and the world man, potentially part 
our own ego, for becomes part receive 
and give. However remotely each feels its influence, 
each turn affects its development. Only, let 
remember that this knowledge and understanding can 
never, for mortal man, mean exhaustive knowledge 
and complete understanding. 

The world nature may know the scientist 
knows it, may know the interested ob- 
server knows it. But cannot understand 
terms phenomena only for that mere cataloguing 
and child man does not have 
wait until has exhaustive knowledge nature 
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before begins understand it. When the time 


understanding comes, the trees, the flowers, the. 


birds, make their appeal, not mere expressions 
color and rhythm, nor ordered scientific classifica- 
tions, but manifestations the Law and the Spirit. 
This why more important that child watch 
plant growing than that should able 
repeat its name describe its only when 
reach the plane such sympathetic understand- 
ing nature and response its appeal that 
begin know what meant saying that the child 
finds himself the life nature and finds nature 
his own life. course, attitude appreciation 
like this attained but slowly. requires con- 
sistent purpose education, not for the first year 
only, but for all years. begin observation; 
may continue study; must conclude 
understanding. may difficult thing 
describe the nature that identity which human 
being has with the natural world, but the rudest and 
the most cultured each has experienced his soul. 

The process development the life 
individual obviously requires infinitely more than 
the reactions the senses. Who sees only the 
image the retina the eye sees little. The process 
work, complex process, and comes slowly. 
out his sense experiences the child feels and 
conceives more than that which presented, 
truly creator though fashioned design out 
splints made house from blocks. 

The principle back the kindergarten, therefore, 
does not provide for instruction for little children 
only. The kindergarten should but the beginning 
inquire into our method’ teaching nature study 
drawing manual work, shall readily discover 
whether are following single principle, 
whether are merely adopting one device another 
without understanding its purpose. shall 
teach the sciences their own time, just for little 
children shall have matching and weaving 
harmonious colors and designs. But shall neither 
force nor demand accumulation facts that 
permit use appreciation. children will 
learn such fashion becomes significant the 
learner. The purpose will not set forth too 
hastily for oral repetition. Like the processes 
nature, understanding great purpose requires its 
own 

believer the validity the kindergarten, 
therefore, would make nature study list 


descriptions the sizes, colors, and shapes things. 
Froebel’s geometric shapes are suitable neither for 
the child’s interests nor his understanding. 
anxious was that children should know the 
ultimate unities nature’s forms that tried 
through immediate presentation hasten the pos- 
session ultimate truth that only long reflection 
gives. But this not extraordinary error. 
thousand other ways thousand schoolmasters 
have tried the same thing. 

But understanding the life man, his 
thoughts and actions and aspirations, that most 
best finds the meaning his own life and its 
relation the Creator. the world man there 
are two great aspects—the occupations and industries 
man, the social and political life man. Both 
these are constant flux, less regular than the 
operations nature. 

The occupations man are his contributions 
material existence and these the kindergarten child 
feels and knows something. visits the black- 
smith, the carpenter, the weaver. For some unex- 
plainable reason this emphasis lost higher grades. 
The acquaintance with industry required ele- 
mentary children generally seems exhaust itself 
too early exhortations vocational election. For 
the formal abstract tools expression there 
generous provision; cultural studies not 
neglected. Manual training too frequently becomes 
woodworking exclusively. For the significant occu- 
pations the manufacturing and commercial 
world, which are important that they determine 
internal revolutions and international wars, there 
very little provision. There scarcely article 
consumed, garment worn, home constructed, 
that has not the making made all mankind kin. 
Even the simpler occupations most us, especially 
those who live cities, are woefully dependent. 
man may grow look the industries man 
one two ways. may come look upon the 
employing and laboring groups inherently antag- 
onistic classes; believe that industry selfish 
game for individual success. Or, the other hand, 
watches the laborer and the artificer, may 
feel his own mind and heart expand that 
conceives himself one member great brother- 
hood, each whose members the giving receives 
thousandfold more than contributes. con- 
ceiving this relation, his own ego wil] develop till his 
soul becomes kin with the soul all his brothers. 

degenerate into oral description processes, such 
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for example sometimes betrayed certain 
compositions. How different when child, 
watching the sparks fly from the anvil, feels his 
puny arms the mighty force the smith’s hammer. 
experiences communion with the worker. 
Child and man, both are bound common tie. 
Even the contribution effort which child gives 
well governed family yields him larger person- 
ality. His ego joins the common family 
consciousness finer and richer thing. 

would insincere affirm that child 
grows older must come understand and feel his 
dependence upon his fellows only actual visits 
shops and factories. Such theories, easy enough 
teacher’s manual, are difficult practice. Nor 
are such visits necessary. mind develops 
can visit the coffee fields Mexico and see the 
vaqueros the ranches Argentina. The im- 
portant thing will the manner the seeing. Even 
though knows the whole world laboring that 
his breakfast table may furnished, will avail 
him little unless feel the same dependence, the 
same subtle extension his own personality into the 
common consciousness the race men and their 
relations. Not preaching exhortation alone 
will the growing child come into sense universal 
brotherhood. educative process, slow but 
constant, and the degree success which attends 
will determine the value the method instruction. 
are concerned not with the child five only, but 
with all children. The spirit the kindergarten 
philosophy must live the methods all the grades. 

Certainly one the most important things 
education understanding the life man 
his social and political activities. know that 
there are two forces which are ever working, the 
conservative which would retain for the ancient 
lessons the race has learned, the radical which would 
modify them. The first stands for the preservation 
the group. Its crowning virtue safety, its 

besetting social sin meaningless convention, and 
its besetting political sin autocracy. The second 
vindicates the individual. Its crowning virtue 
freedom, its besetting sin selfish indulgence, and 
its besetting political sin anarchy. The perfect 
government has both virtues, and escapes either sin. 

Has occurred you that the kindergarten 
properly conceived provides for the two constant 
tendencies, which when improperly balanced have 
involved every nation such expensive blunders and 
have incurred such heavy penalties? For each 
man enters into the larger world his fellow,— 


where, Professor James exquisitely describes, 
finds ultimately has real ego save shared 
with that others, becomes recipient the past 
and contributor the future. That each may 
discharge his function either capacity the 
highest education. What society and government 
have for him, his duties, his privileges, his place,— 
this must know. what has give, what 
influence from out himself will create, this too 
must know. Knowing both becomes his own 
highest self. 

the kindergarten each child socius petto. 
would better than his fellows, then may 
not play. And will not give the play, then 
has place. free, yet must obey, not 
through fear command, but because such the 
rule the game. 

Now vicious thing that though have 
excellent procedure the social adjustment 
individuals the kindergarten, and some excellent 
methods self-government for student bodies the 
higher years, yet the process stops quite suddenly 
about the first second third year. During that 
time and until approaches the pre-adolescent age, 
what called tends become severe 
regimen posture and action. has been said 
that this necessary because some unruly pupils, 
possibly because theory government for the 
greatest good for the least number. 

Certainly, the class room children from the 
second the sixth years should not state 
chaotic disorder. Any form discipline like any 
form government better than chaos. But 
there are schools and classes where, consciously 
not, the kindergarten conception consistently 
carried throughout the grades. There rigid 
order, yet there obedience. And must not 
divert from the thought that obedience very 
necessary virtue. The whole form modern society 
requires obedience. But the obedience which con- 
trols free men implies the consciousness its 
not the law and the police which make the true 
citizen decent, but the belief decency. de- 
mocracy cannot live save through the obedience 
its citizens, and cannot live must depend 
slavish acceptation authority. There has been 
loose thinking pretended thinking the 
danger obedience. government becomes more 
complex, obedience will not become less necessary. 
But must obedience trained citizens who 
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see their individual acceptance their even larger 
contribution the social whole. What fear and 
punishment cannot do, the force intelligent 
understanding and sound public opinion, true 
democracy, should accomplish. 

have been told that the first kindergartens 
were closed through the stupid blunder 
autocratic official. Perhaps may have blundered; 
perhaps have never understood the reason. 
Personally believe that autocratic government 
could not afford tolerate the true kindergarten, 
because the educational lesson the kindergarten 
its relation the life man, means anything, 
means training for Democracy. This lesson should 
continued, extended, and emphasized American 
schools above all. 

The influence the kindergarten the principles 
educational method annunciated our 
educators profound. What survives Herbartian 
pedagogy may inferred from Froebel. Professor 
Dewey, who, because citizen the world, 
can scarcely claim entirely for ourselves, has sug- 
gested the kindergarten principle other grades 
instruction many times over. fact, may say 
that American pedagogy to-day affirms that the 
principle the kindergarten should function all 
elementary instruction. Alas, our practice short 
our profession! 

need make strong worthy American 
citizens. must, therefore, careful not 
insist the particular procedure the five-year-old 
child for the older pupil. there are those who 
thus confuse principle with particular methods, 
because they are more concerned with furniture 
games gifts than with philosophy. The teacher 
Blankenburg has sometimes been betrayed his 
most devoted apostles. have seen the time 
when the original blocks and spheres and songs only 
were permitted; when the presence toy train 
cars the kindergarten room was profanation 
the sacred rites. have seen philosophy whose 
first principle that child should permitted 
realize his own development, construct what 
has himself created, compelled to-carry out class 
exercises some uniform type minute direction. 
have seen useless worry because teacher, more 
understanding than her fellows, has permitted each 
child devise his own creations, and has been 
content not director, but rather quiet 
sympathetic counseler. Soif said the Froebelian 
principles should function the higher grades, there 
may those who would proceed duplicate the 


games and songs and conversation and even the seats 
suitable for little children, propia forma, for every 
child every grade. The place kindergarten 
education all education, though the manner 
instruction change with the years. all grades 
there should literature, music, drawing, con- 
structive exercises, social understanding, and social 
living. all grades each individual should find 
himself more completely part the whole world 
contributor and recipient. all grades should 
learn his dependence all men. all grades 
should member democracy that exacts duties 
well done. all this presupposes nothing 
merely sentimental, flabby, inefficient, indifferent. 
There will joy play, but joy also solid work. 

education the philosophy Froebel has yet 
been applied only little children. The great gaps 
that follow have been filled part new psychol- 
ogy, anew method, new curriculum, but these must 
unified some single purpose. Unlike science, 
education has not yet learned progress slowly, 
each generation adding its contribution that the 
preceding. yet fits and starts, every 
decade reflecting some new emphasis, changing not 
frequently, yet little less violently than the 
fashions dress. one time are concerned only 
with culture, another with physical well being, 
another with vocational training. need some 


constant law progression, some consistent purpose. 


phrase. That philosophy education which the 
kindergarten but the dawn enlightened day, 
may well considered neither too narrow nor too 
indefinite, neither too recent nor too ancient, 
serve guide and inspiration the training our 
elementary children and the older ones well. 
Education, Dr. Finley says, the hitting 
from year year; the demands society change. 
aim ideal and know that though touch 
the rim the largest circle, there yet infinity 
beyond. There much know and much 
feel, much ere reach our better selves! 
There are many who must learn and understand 
and labor. the face our limitations, might 
discouraged our philosophy, conscious that for 
the most hope for but minimum our 
potentialities the realization self. can see 
but the corner the hem the great garment the 
universe, whose pattern even may scarcely guess.

began nature work, not much for the idea 
study, but foster the children’s love for all living 
creatures. This have done means pets, 
and through this love observation and investigation 
have developed spontaneously. Believing that chil- 
dren love best the things dependent upon them for 
their care, the pets were left for them feed. 

one corner the yard, roomy wire pen, 
was kept pretty white rabbit, which was fed every 
day eager hands. very interesting sight 
was, see half-dozen little faces pressed against 
the wire netting, watching the bunny nibble away 
the crisp leaves provided for him. They found 
out what food liked best, and were very curious 
know why wouldn’t eat meat like their kitty 
home. They noticed that the rabbit hopped 
instead ran, and very naturally they examined 
its little legs and were soon satisfied. Then came

“wasn’t funny that the bunny could move his ears 
back and Not content with watching the 
rabbit move his ears, they tried move their own 
ears. Their interest was shown not only the 
playground, but during their free drawing period 
and clay modeling. was uncommon sight 
see mamma rabbit with baby rabbits, modeled 
from their clay, drawn the board. 

After the bunny met with untimely end, 
next obtained pair birds. These were kept 
large cage, four three six, give them 
perfect freedom using their wings, and hopping 
about.

They 
had often been shown the difference between the 
flying birds and that butterflies, now with the 
birds and live butterfly the room, they saw for 
themselves and understood far better. the 
nest building! One could never conceive where 
the different bits colored string came from, which 
were showered upon the birds wee hands. They 
all felt that they then owned interest that nest. 
Their nest was compared with other nests, and 
sure were all proud and happy when was 
pronounced far excel any the others. After 
the completion the nest, the children fully expected 
the eggs, and they were not disappointed. First 
one little blue egg, then another, and another, and 
another, until there was nest five. With what 
interest those eggs were watched! The mother bird 
sooner left her nest, than would rush little 
investigator see the eggs were all there, and 
what indignant stories were told us, how some 
bad boy had robbed poor little bird’s nest, and how 

After anxious waiting two weeks, the children 
were rewarded one morning seeing one little 
featherless bird, which was pronounced very 
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curious and one bit like little 
For week hardly got any other result 
from the free drawing and modeling than birds. 
There were birds’ nests, birds’ eggs, little birds, big 
birds, and medium sized birds. Some were 
very peculiar shape, but the two legs and head were 
always there, and, the child, were excellent 
resemblance his birdship. 

Besides the birds the schoolroom, there were 
three white mice very convenient two-story 
house, made large box, with wire netting over 
the front and back it, thus allowing the children 
observe them.

But after week’s vacation great was the children’s 
surprise the growth the barley leaves each jar, 
for both were the same height, but one was 
healthy green, while the other was almost white. 
Immediately the children said the white leaves didn’t 
have any sunshine, and one little boy concluded 
that children needed plenty sunshine make 
them healthy, well the plants. 

But one morning, when asked they would like 
have their own gardens around the kindergarten 
building, the brightening faces and the excited 
confusion tongues talking gardens home, and 
what they would plant, told how welcome gardens 
would be. Consequently gardens were prepared, 
and the children were soon busy planting seeds and 
plants. cannot help but feel that each one 
plans, plants, sows, and cares for his garden, many 
lesson from nature unconsciously learned, and 
many lesson responsibility and care gained.

They point out everything 
me, and don’t understand the Spanish word, 
there always some child who helps out, while 
the kindergarten often cannot get one tell 
what another child has said Spanish.

seems that the walks which class 
and have taken, the most successful were those for 
the purpose visiting absent children. this way 
the Spanish children realize more fully that they are 
wanted, and that they are missed when they not 
attend. 

walk which the children seemed enjoy, 
and from which they learned great deal, was one 
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the beach. that occasion saw guinea fowls, 
which great many had never before seen. After 
reached the beach built houses the sand, and 
gathered moss and pretty stones.

and one pupil told those who had remained what 
they had seen, and showed how the balloons were 
carried through the air the wind. 

Eucalyptus cones were also gathered. few 
days later the cones began dry. The seed fell 
out, affording good lesson nature’s treasure 
boxes. Some the children began then bring 
all kinds treasure boxes show. When 
reached the slough found inhabitated flocks 
little birds. Some the children who brought 
lunches threw crumbs them. were all very 
quiet, and the birds grew very bold, coming within 
two three feet eat. This pleased the 
children immensely.

Counting and Number 


The tendency children count finds its origin, 
probably, musical rhythm, and has nothing 
with mathematics. such, counting naming 
rhythms, and this instinct appears very early 
education. The process the early stages has noth- 
ing with the counting objects. Children 
rule readily learn twenty more 
long before they can tell how many fingers they have. 
Nevertheless, the counting objects possesses 
early interest for children, but must clearly dis- 
tinguish this interest from any conception 
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relations. Abstract number relations certainly 
not appeal the child until late period—far 
later than the period when the subject usually 
forced into the schools, and introducing counting 
rhythms and counting objects into the kinder- 
garten, must ask that confusion made 
between this class work and that which entered 
upon the school. Children possess ready and 
responsive interest for the former, and for arranging 
objects numbered groups. This class work, 
which the object always present, forms 
natural and useful preparation for the demands 
the school. the same kind number work 
were continued school for two three years, 
before abstract relations were touched, our pupils 
would doubtless make better progress arithmetic. 


Moral Education 


Morals, the kindergarten, have do, not with 
those spiritualities—goodness, wickedness, 
cruelty, justice, honesty,—but with concrete instances. 
The child cannot have adequate conception such prod- 
ucts, except experience and comparison. ‘The 
actions strictly concrete sense. name for 
the child, occasion brings them concretely before 
him, this act bad, that act good; this act 
cruel, that merciful; this act generous, that 
mean; this unjust, that just. And these 
are the child’s first lessons the theory morality. 
first, all actions have practically moral quality 
for him. them for him, and affix our approba- 
tion disapprobation that may later recognize 
them. This process must accomplished before the 
child can have apperceptive basis for such abstrac- 
tions goodness general, cruelty general, justice 
general, generosity general, etc. The period 
for the pedagogic treatment these abstractions the 
adolescent period. The kindergarten problem 
morals more physical one, having deal with 
concrete actions, cropping out largely children’s 
social plays and games. The fundamental error 
the orthodox kindergarten, has already been repeatedly 
illustrated, its attempt forestall the period 
natural ripening forcing immaturely the develop- 
ment conceptions which belong the later periods, 
and neglecting cultivate instincts which legiti- 
mately belong the kindergarten ages. Moral educa- 
tion passes through stages. Two phases appear 
the kindergarten period: First, that infancy and 
early childhood, when the child sees distinction 
between ‘‘what and ‘‘what The 


second stage begins when, confused the fact 
that fails establish the identity the two, 
falls back and accepts authority determine 
the right and the wrong. Right becomes 
mamma The child enters the kindergar- 
ten the beginning the second phase, and the 
social life into which thrust serves admi- 
rable school experience. His continual 
conflict with others’ the old struggle 
the race, which our modern ethical principles 
have been evolved. The child must retrace the path 
least hastily. His intercourse should free 
possible, for these experiences, though some 
may hard knocks, constitute the elements out 
which moral abstractions are made. 
moral experiences occur, learns practical way 
their names. learns that this particular act 
dishonest one, this cowardly one, that brave one, 
etc. But the middle the kindergarten period 
generally has learned that this moral problem per- 
plexing one, and readily enough accepts the fact that 
his mother, his kindergartner, seems somehow 
have figured out the matter. least recognizes 
their authority, and takes matter course that 
right what they permit, and wrong that which they 
forbid. Studies abundantly establish the point that chil- 
dren until ten twelve unquestionably accept this simple 
philosophy the whole From this standpoint, 
there place for the attempts often observe 
induce the child see logical reasons for justice, 
appeal suppositious sense right and 
wrong. has yet such abstract sense. 
mood bother with these abstractions; 
now merely taking stock samples the 
acts which the world calls bad good. 

Further, this epoch there reason, either 
theory practice, which forbids the establishment 
prompt and unquestioning obedience. There 
need give reasons for obedience, for the child 
instinctively feels none. His philosophy yet 
altogether too simple. The time, true, will 
come later life, when has taken his stock 
concrete cases, that will fall comparing them 
one with another. Then the parent the moral 
autocrat dethroned, and sense right, 
abstraction from his many concrete cases, enters 
upon him. But with this period the kindergartner 
has nothing todo. While not necessary thrust 
the child into 
judgment always essential—still, necessary 
for the child meet aud with wrongs well 
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rights, not philosopher, but quicksilver 
globule gathering the golden grains moral expe- 
rience. The parent, the kindergartner, must 
ever him tell him what wrong and what 
right, briefly and the point, and see that always 
does the right thing, and does promptly, the end 
that the right thing may embedded habit his 
spinal cord. The philosophy, the grammar, 
morals belongs later stage development, 
all kinds grammar properly do, and the grammar 
morals much out place the kindergarten 
the grammar language. The child must learn 
act correctly, and speak correctly, before 
takes the whys and wherefores. 

All social plays introduce moral education, but 
would seem that some plays would more suitable 
for this purpose than others. The field which 
natural play here opens the door for the intelligent 
kindergartner immense one, and yet has 
scarcely been entered. seems strange that doll 
play, for example, has never been utilized the kinder- 
garten moral material. The study doll play, 
President Stanley Hall arid Dr. Ellis, shows that 
practically instinct, whose nascency 
begins the kindergarten period, and that playing 
with dolls children execute more acts than 
any other play. The altruism may merely mimic, 
and without much thought feeling, but this the 
natural starting point. set moral example 
their dolls, learn information that they may impart 
their dolls, act the autocrat telling the dolls what 
right and what wrong, mete out punishment, sym- 
pathize, forgive, suffer privation for the doll’s sake, 
and other acts equal moral import. Why should 
not the curriculum contain lesson morals through 
doll play?

Each these modes expression furnishes 
outlet for thoughts and gives them objective form. 
They also influence the kind thinking and feeling 
and, degree, shape and determine ideas. The 
arts deal with aspects experience and reality which 
language tends neglect. They give added mental 
and emotional experiences, different kind from 
those which come through other channels. 
this many-sided world gains new meanings. 

our companionship with little children our 
problem recognize the most important expe- 
riences which art study can give children, and 
keep these hoped-for results mind, that they 
will dominate the numerous details daily method. 

comparison drawing with language helps 
realize how drawing cultivates new way 
looking things. Language uses words which are 
more less arbitrary symbols, fitted discuss 
relations, causes, and conclusions. The vocabulary 
furnished society. Drawing uses lines and 
colors; terms which are suggested first-hand 
experience. with reality. Language relates things, 
drawing individualizes them. furnishes 
another way handling impressions. 

There much discussion whether children 
their interest drawing? consists partly the 
fact that drawing way handling and defining 
things. They are not much interested repre- 
senting actual appearances presenting ideas. 
Outline convenient way cutting objects out 
the undifferentiated flow impressions and setting 
them forth clearly. The effect mass presents

its setting relations. actual practice, children 
settle the question, for unless they are under the 
closest supervision they draw outline. Even 
silhouette the edge which appears interest 
them.

Much design has grown out playful experimen- 
tation with appearances and experiences. Design 
should include decorative interpretation stories, 
games, etc., much the same spirit that games and 
folk songs often give playful musical interpre- 
tation occupations. Design should taught 
that what children produce should part 
evolution from their own experiences and not simply 
adoption abstract patterns. 

addition drawing and design, third art 
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mittee’s report for this year full excellent sug- 
elements: Young children are 
interested mainly the story. They fall love 
with some pictures. They talk them and live 
their scenes. imagination stimulated and 
they identify themselves with the characters the 
picture.

Imitation and 
originality are closely related. fact each 
necessary the other.

Their faces were noble and benevolent. But the 


lithographs offered the only rest for the eyes 
children fatigued the everlasting sameness the 
schoolroom. Long day after long day, interminable 
week and week out, vast month vast month, the 
pupils sat those four portraits beaming kindness 
down upon them. The faces became permanent 
the consciousness the children; they became 
obsession—in and out school the children were 
never free them. The four faces haunted the 
minds children falling asleep; they hung upon the 
minds children waking night; they rose 
forebodingly the minds children waking the 
morning; they became monstrously alive the 
minds children lying sick fever. Never, while 
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the children that schoolroom lived, would they 
able forget one detail the four lithographs: 
the hand Longfellow was fixed, for them, forever, 
his beard.

chief difficulty advancing the cause 
music the kindergarten our country lies 
the absence musical judgment and taste 
among those who have the matter charge, and par- 
ticularly among those who make music books for kin- 
dergarten use. make suitable singing book for 
such fine purpose the kindergarten represents re- 
quires sound knowledge music generally, and 
unspoiled taste. Yet casual person, one who has 
fatal facility putting notes together, does not 
hesitate make kindergarten singing books, un- 
mindful the fact that really beautiful little song 
rare thing. Such person seems the 
supposition that song for child needs merely 
attractive first hearing, and seems suppose 
that what she creates valuable children like 
it. Children like almost any music provided 
simple and tuneful, but that has little with 
the case. Children are, suggest, being taught, 
that they are taught love good music. ‘The 
average kindergarten song specious, mawkish; 
its sentiment mock sentiment and has truth 
it. 

Let turn away from these and use only the best 
folk melodies not only because their worth has been 
demonstrated over many years, but because they 
ring true. People who write and people who use 


the other kind are debasing .not only the taste 
the children but their own taste well. fact 
the situation has become such that these bookmakers 
and some these teachers can longer feel the force 
the very argument now making. But 
wide experience bringing real songs children 
leads say that they detect the difference even 
though their teacher may not. 

addition this difficulty there another, 
namely, that kindergarten music has been made 
too little importance itself. Any tune hang 
the proper words has been too much the rule. 
The training the sense—a great source 
human happiness—has been too much neglected. 
This difficulty part the other, course, but 
necessary that kindergarten teachers should 
think more the value children love 
beautiful sounds, such. are endless exam- 
ples bad taste and bad judgment the books 
provided children. Even beautiful folk songs intro- 
duced these books have often been mutilated. 
There are certain popular American composers 
children’s songs who are steadily 
lowering the inherent good taste little children. 
Let cry halt all this and try preserve the 
precious heritage music which each child possesses 
anew even though its parents and its teachers have 
squandered it.

Potting Bulbs 


HERE plant experience more delightful 
than the putting bulbs into the earth and 
watching the result from the first peep green 
expanded blossom. some bulbs are 
planted out doors, there added pleasure 
few potted ones, for they can brought into blossom 
earlier, and greater interest taken their growth. 
When working with children far better obtain 
bulbs good quality, but the kinds that are 
easiest grow that success will assured 
the right care given. not attempt grow 
Double Hyacinths any rare bulbs. There 


sufficient variety the simpler kinds. Paper 
White Narcissus, Roman Hyacinths, Crocus, and 
Single Tulips are especially recommended. The 
bulbs may planted paper flowerpots, earthen 
flowerpots, bulb pans, boxes. six-inch pot 
will hold six Roman Hyacinths, four five Narcissi, 
four Tulips, eight ten Crocus. 

There are three points the lesson potting 
bulbs that should impressed children,— 
the drainage, the preparation the soil, and the 
setting the bulb. garden terms are rather 
difficult for children, they learn more doing 
than hearing. The process need not all 
carried out one time. best have the chil- 
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dren assist getting least part the material. 
the bottom the pot there should about one- 
half inch drainage material, which may consist 
broken flowerpots, crockery, brick, small stones. 
well add few pieces charcoal, for helps 
keep the soil sweet. Care should taken not 
cover the drainage hole such way that the 
drainage will interfered with. 

Bulbs need rich but porous soil. Sand should 
constitute about one-fourth the bulk the soil. 
The other three-fourths should well mixed and 
thoroughly sifted rich soil from good garden. 
this not obtainable, get soil from upturned sods, 
humus from the woods, little fertilizer, and 
add the best soil you can get. Too much humus 
too much fertilizer fatal bulbs. mixture 
soil best, and sifting essential part the 
process. best prepare the soil when 
neither very wet nor very dry. Fill the pot within 


two inches the top. Give the pot shake and 
jar settle the soil. Then set the bulbs. Place 
the center bulb there one, and make 
circle about it, plant rows. Set the bulbs 
firmly place, and pack soil about them. Potted 
bulbs do: not need planted deeply. Shake 
enough soil over them cover the tips. 

When the planting process over the teacher 
should explain the children that the bulbs cannot 
blossom until they have formed roots, and that 
they must set away cool and dark place for 
several weeks. they are well watered this time 
they will not need water again unless the soil looks 
dust dry. They must brought the light grad- 
ually, and only after the tops are well started. Two 
points are essential success with bulbs. They 
must planted soon after arrival, they should 
never dry out. Top growth must not forced 
too rapidly.

After left the sampan, our road lay along 
these far-famed canals Soochow, where whole 
population live boats. hear the term 
population” America, but literally true 
such places Soochow. were now going 
through the typical dirty, narrow Chinese street, 
which reeking with the odors Chinese cooking, 
human beings, and animals all kinds. Scarcely 
breath fresh air can penetrate these streets, 
which are narrow that the buildings almost touch. 
This causes you speculate the morals 
people that live daily under such physical handi- 
cap. After all, does not all the work out here hinge 
the child, and where could you find greater need 
for the kindergarten than China? 

After mile more streets, surprised 
find myself lowered front pretty foreign

The children learn 
distinguish quickly whether 
the vowel has the long short 
sound. 

sum briefly—the method 
gives the children 
based not one man’s theory 
but actual principles which 
govern our language; appeals 
the child without discouraging him 
its difficulty.
